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AIT ORIPPLED. 


NO THROUGH TRAINS ON TRE BURLING- 
TON REACH CHICAGO TO-DAY. 


Chief Arthur Makes a Statement Concern- 
ing President Perkins— The Superin- 
tendent’s Office Crowded With Appli- 
cants—Strikers Refuse to Take Out the 
Fast Mail—The Situation Lecally. 


CniIcaGo, III., February 26.—Last evening 
Assistant-Superintendent Howland of the 
Burlington road and Superintendent of Mails 
Troy, from the Post-office, called on Chief En- 
gineer Arthur at his hotel. 

„ have come for information,“ said Mr. 
Howland, addressing Mr. Arthur, ‘‘I have 
understood from Mr. Stone that no objection 
would be raised by your mentotaking out 
the fast mail train, which leaves at 8 a. m. 
to-morrow morning, provided it contained 
nothing but mail. I am now told bythe men 
that they will not take the train out without 
orders from you or the United States Marshal. 
What are the facts?’’ 

Our position is this,’’ replied Mr. Arthur. 
„We will offer no obstruction to the carrying 
of the mails and were this mail en route to the 
city we should bring it in, provided the pas- 
senger coaches were cut off. But we are 
under no obligation to start the mall from a 
center of distribution. The ‘Q’ company has 
a contract with the Government for carrying 
the mail; let them carry it or forfeit their con- 
tract. We, turning to the Post-office official, 
‘‘stand ready to settle the trouble on a fair 
and equitable basis; you should bring such an 
influence to bear on the company as to bring 
about its settlement. We cannot take out the 
mail train, gentlemen.’’ 

„Very well, responded Mr. Howland. 1 
had understood, and I think Mr. Stone under - 
stood, from Mr. Hogue of the Grievance Com- 
mittee, that the mail service would be 
handled, and if that were so 1 wanted to avail 
myself of that advantage. 

‘‘I may not have made myself entirely clear 
to Mr. Stone, said Mr. Hogue, but what 
I meant to say is just what Mr. Arthur said.’’ 

A few casual remarks were exchanged, and 
with a pleasant good-night the visitors with- 
drew. 

CHIfF\ARTHUR AND PRESID ENT PERKINS. 

In péplyto President Perkins’ expression of 
surprise that the strike came so soon, and the 
intimation that Mr. Arthur did not give him 


time to consider the demands of the men, Mr. 
Arthur said: President Perkins was ad- 
vised weeks ago that demands would be made 
and that their refusal would be followed by a 
strike. Hereplied that Mr. Stone had com- 
plete authority to act. Mr. Sargent and I 
went to tone. We read 
over the second articles 
of the schedule referring to the 
discharge or suspension. of men and the 
caiculation of their time. Mr. Stone did not 
like the language ead made alteration to 
suit himself. Isaid: We will agree to it.’ 
He then said he bad not intended to agree to 
the propositions as changed and remarked 
that he would pass them for awhile. He then 
came to the third article on the of engi- 
neers and firemen. Mr. Stone said he did not 
think there ought to be any difference between 
four and six Wheel engines. I said all right, 
we would make the pay 842 cents per mile for 
all passenger engines. ‘I will not accede to 
that proposition,’ said he. I replied: ‘Well, 
I wil consent to a strike of our men on that 
proposition.’ 

„Mr. Sargent and I then left. I understand 
that President Perkins had empowered Mr. 
Stone to act for him, but as soon as we left him 
the telegram was sent to Mr. Perkins and we 
received the reply he mentions. His reply was 
entirely too indefinite, and merely said that 
he would be in Chicago next (this) week. He 
did not ask us to wait until he arrived nor 
— — the kind; he simply said he was 
coming here. Our telegram and his answer 
were shown to Mr. Stone Sunday noon, and he 
was told that at 4a. m. Monday the strike 
would be begun if no settlement was made. 
He did not ask for time, and had full warning 
and plenty of time to act, and Mr. Perkins 
certainly had all the time any one could ask. 

BAD WORK. 

An attempt was madeto disable the engine 
drawing the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
fast mail which left the Union Depot at 3:10 
this mrning. When the train stopped at the 
Burlington crossing a coupling in was 
placed on the plates that guide the piston-red 
inthecylinder. When an attempt was made 
to start the engine again it would not move. 
The difficulty was soon discovered and the 
obstruction removed, Had the piston-rod 
been drawn out at full length the coupling-pin 
would have been driven through the cylinder- 
head and the engine disabled. 

TRAINS LATE AND ABANDONED. 

The bulietin board at the Union Depot this 
morning said for the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy: Due 6:20 a. m., due Sa. m., aban- 
doned; due 6:55 a. m. two hours late. Two 
suburban trains from Downer’s Grove came in 
at 6:40 and 7:15 a. m., and two went out at 6:30 

and 7:300’clock. At7 o’clock this morning 
there were adozen men at the company’s 
office waiting the arrival of Superintendent 
Rhodes. They were very reticent as to where 
they came from or what their experience 

as engineers might be. Assistant 
General Manager Williams was at his office 
at 7 o’clock, waiting to hear from the trains 
which were started at different oints alon 
the road yesterday. The fast mail which left 
Chicago at 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon had 
not been heard from up to 8 o’clock. It is 
thought the train is proceeding on its journey 
to Council Bluffs without interruption, as had 
there been any delay the company would have 
been notified of the fact. 

ALL QUIET. 

All was quiet around the Burlington yards 
early this morning, and from Van Buren to 
Tweifth street the yardmen had but little to 
de, except to gaze at the numerous Fort 
Wayne trains, which pulled in every few 
moments. At7 o'clock the Downer’s Grove 
accommodation train, fifteen minutes late, 
= into the Union Depot. The Downer’s 

rove train was followed fifteen minutes later 
by another train from the same suburb. The 
last train was crowded with suburbanites. 
At the Western Avenue Round-house the 
most profound quiet prevailed this morning. 
The house was full of nee with no steam 
in any ot them. At7o’ciock only one engine 
had left the round-house and that wus a stock - 
yards ongine, which is not involved in the 
strike. 

NO FREIGHT RECEIVED. 

The big freight house at Polk street, was de- 
serted this morning, and a notice was posted 
on every door of the Canal street side to the 
effect that no freight would be received to- 
day.

“MINERS,” 


Engineers Hired to Take the Places of Bur- 
lington Strikers. 


By Telegraph te the Posr-Diera ron. 

NEw YORK, February 28.—Thirty-eight men 
left this city at 7:15 o’ clock last evening to fill 
that number of places made vacant by the 
striking engineers on the Uhicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad. Early in the afternoon the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy officials char- 
tered a coach from Eastern Passenger Agent 
Carpenter of the Pennsylvania Railroad. At 
that time only twenty-eight men had 


been engaged, but ten others were sub- 
sequently enrolled on the lista. For 
reasons of their own, the Western road agents 
prefered to describe their new employes as 
‘miners.’’ At 6:20 p. m. the ‘‘miners’’ filed 
out of 61 * where they had been un- 
dergoing more or less of an examination, and 
walked to the Courtlandt street ferry, and 
thence to the train. At Philadelphia another 
contingent of ‘‘miners’’ was taken aboard, 
and there will be further shipments from this 
city to-day. 
he probabilities are that the Knights of 
Labor will try and get even with the Brother- 
hood of Locometive Engineers in the strike, 
While General Master Workman Powderly 
or the General Executive Board of the Knights 
of Labor may not take an active or official part 
imopposing the Brotherhood and may not un- 
dertake to fill the places of the strikers with 
Knights, they will not place any obstacles in 
the way ‘of such Knights as are engineers who 
may apply for vacant places. 

Edward Kunze, Secretary District Assembly 
49, yesterday said that while he did not ap- 
prove of acts of retaliation, yet the Brother- 

ood of Locomotive Engineers could not ex- 
pect the Knights of Labor to help in the fight 
with the C. B. & C.

THE SITUATION LOCALLY, 


Passenger Traffic in Good Condition, but No 
Attempt to Move Freight. 


There were no new developments in the strike 
on the East side this morning. The striking 
engineers and firemen congregated around 
the Relay and read eagerly the news from 
other points on the system. They do 
not go near the yards. Very little was done 
in the yards, only one switch engine 


being run. Thomas Rooney, a former wiper 
on the bridge, who occasionally acted as sub- 
stitute on one of the bridge engines, 
engineered it. No freights were sent 
out. The passenger went out on 
time, Tom Wilson, night foreman 
of the shops at Beardstown, being at the 
throttle. It was reported this morning that 
Master Mechanic Burns had sent a number of 
men out to act as engineers on other parts of 
the system. Mr. Burns stated thatthe report 
was Correct, and that they were 
having no great difficulty se · 
curing men to fill the places 
ot the strikers. The strikers claim that the 
statement of the master mechanic is not 
true and that his assertion that 
men are easily bein secured to 
fill their places is made simply for the purpose 
of frightening the strikers eleewhere back to 
work. One of the engineers who claimed 
to know said this morning that the only 
two men who had applied for positions in this 
city besides Rooney, the bridge-keeper, 
were Harry Hayes and Joe Frese, 
former — of the Wabash, 

An fiptelligent striker in speaking of the 
situation this morning said: ‘*We are out in 
obedience to orders from the Chief of 
the Brotherhood, and will remain out 
until ordered to go back. We do not propose 
to interfere with any one who may come here 
to take our * but reserve the right of 
persuasion. Then it became known that 
a man had been secured to run 
one of the switch engines two men were del- 
egated to call upon him and offer him the same 
amount of money asthe company was to pay 
him, not to g0 to work. When they 
learned, however, that he was an incompe- 
tent man they made no further effort to 
‘see him. We intend to offer no in- 
dacement to incompetent men to quit, 
believing that the public will not patronize 
the road when they are obligedto trust their 
lives and property in the hands of such men. 
Of course,if the public is willing to assume 
the risk it’s all right; we have nothing to 
ga 
what do you believe isthe feeling of the 
Knights of Labor towards the Brotherhood?“ 

„Well, it is hard to say just how 
they will act, but if they act 
justly we will be satisfied. A 
great many ofthemI know are talking about 
retaliation for our refusal to quit when they 
struck. Now we do not ask any of them 
to quit work, but when they attempt 
totake out an engine they are ‘scabbing,’ a 
charge which they could never bring 
against members of the Brotherhood, 
Why, during the switchmen’s strike the 
engineers and firemen sat in the cab and never 
assisted in the making-up of a train except to 
run the engine wherever ordered.

Engineers From the East.

THE OPIUM FRAUDS, 


Capt. Beecher Alleged to be Implicated in 
the Gardner Case. 


By Telegraph to the POSsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, February 28.—The latest devel- 
opment in the opium frauds was supplied yes- 
terday inthe shape of a report made by In- 
spectors to Chief Inspector Hoolahan of their 
discoveries while watching the movements of 
four cases of opium withdrawn from bond by 
McKesson & Robbins January 23, 1887. These 
four cases contained 6044 pounds of opium 
and were withdrawn for the ostensible purpose 
of shipment to Havana by the Ward steamship 
City of Mexico. When removed from bond the 
four cases were put in a single case which was 
marked 8. C. 3,902—5.’’ This case was 
conveyed to McKesson & Robbins’ stores 
and two days later a box marked ‘‘N. 
G., Havana, was taken from those stores 
to the Ward Line dock, where it was — ag 
on the City of Mexico, which sailed on the 25th 
A supplementary ship’s manifest shows that 
that steamer carried one case of opium on 
that voyage. On Collector Magone’s request 
the Spanish Consul-General telegraphed yes- 
terday to the authorities at Havana to find out 
what the case really contained. It is expected 
that an answer will be received-to-day. In- 
spector Hoolahan submitted to Collector Ma- 
gone, yesterday, his report of the arrest of 
Irwin A., and Ephraim Gardner, while te: 
gling opium across the Canadian border. It 
contains an entry of a payment of $900 made 
to Herbert F. Beecher, the United States 
Treasury Speciai Agent at Port Townsend. 
Mr. Beecher will soon be given an opportunity 
of explaining the entry. 


Capt. Beecher Involved. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 28.—A sen- 
sational story reaches here from the Pacific 
coast. It is to the effect that Gardner, the al- 
leged opium smuggler, now in confinement at 


Ogdensburg, N. I., has been iu constant tele- 
graphie correspondence with Capt. Beecher, 
the special agent of the Treasury Department 
at San Fransisco. The first dispatch was sent 
by Gardner immediately after his arrest. It, 
like all the others sent subseqdently, was in 
cipher. It read as follows: 

1 am arrested; telegraph Secretary, also 
Collector at Ogdensburg that I am in employ 
of special under you. 

Capt. Beecher lost no time in doing as he 
was instructed. Hetelegraphed the depart- 
ment next day asking for permission to attend 
Gardner’s trial, cla —— that the relations 
between them would enable him to get more 
information from Gardner than any other 
official of the Government could. It is not 
possible at the hour this dispatch was 
written (midnight) to learn whether 
the permission was given to Capt. Beecher, 
but there are good reasons for believing 
that it was not. A numberof other cipher 
dispatches have passed between the two 
parties. These, too, have been quietly inter- 
cepted and their translation will probably be 
received within a few en through the pri- 
vate channels by which the present informa- 


tion comes. Gardner, it seems, left 
the service of the Government last 
September. Prior to that he i had 


been employed in Washington Territory as 
an Inspector of Oustoms. If he has 
been acting in collusion with the opium 
smuggiers alongi the! Canadian border, it has 
not, een with the concurrence of the Treasury 
Department. Oapt. Beecher has evidently ex- 
ceeded any authority he might have had in the 
remises. The action of the Senate in reject- 
ag Capt. Beecher’s nomination as Collector 
of Customs at Port Townsend several years 
ago will, itis feared, be justified by the de- 
velopments which are likely to be made pub- 
lic in connection with this matter.

New Yoru, February %.—In regard to the | 
examination of John D. Rockefeller, Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Standard Oil Company, by 
the Senate Trust Investigating Committee, 
the WorzD says: Tue investigation was a 
love feast. The Chairman of the Committee 
was as subdued as one of the. new shades of 
spring costumes. Col. Bliss, the usually 
effervescent counsel, had no more sparkle 
in him then can be found in a bottle of 
champagne uncorked the day before yester- 
day. President Rockefeller of Ohio was 
as candid as a confidence man de- 
fore a police court. Was the Stand- 
ard octopus a monopoly? Oh, by no means, 
Did it close refineries? Certainly not. Did it 
limit the production of ofl? Decidedly no. Or 
torce corporations into the Trust? Not at all. 
Its relations with outside refineries are genial 
and pleasant, and it makes no effort to fix 
prices.

It dis- 
closed a combine which takes to itself vaster 
powers, and seeks to evade legal restraints 
and.responsibility to a greater extent, than is 
allowed to any combination or organization of 
men, other than these ‘Trusts,’ known to the 
law. A corporation, whether transporta- 
tion, manufacturing or financial, is char- 
tered by the Government and is under 
governmental control, a joint stock company is 
subject to well-known legal conditions and 
limitations, a partnership is governed by es- 
tablished rules of law, an ordinary trust is 
conducted by prescribed legal rules and prin- 
ciples. But the great ‘combine,’ of which the 
Standard Oil Trust is the original and most 
conspicuous specimen, looms up as a legal 
nondescript, which wields mightier powers 
than a greater railroad corporation,and claims 
exemption from every wholesome regulation 
and check imposed bythe law either upon 
a corporation, a joint stock concern, a 
partnership or an ordinary trust. What is the 
remedy? The first step is to unearth the evil; 
that isthe end of the pending investigation. 
The next step will be the enforcement of ex- 
isting laws and the enactment of new ones. 
‘Trust’ operations which amount to a con- 
spiracy are criminal. ‘Trust’ agreements and 
dealings which are against publio policy are 
void and cannot be enforced. ‘Trust’ com- 
binations which are not technically criminal 
or unlawful should be brought under strict 
legal control and supervision, just as corpora- 
tions, joint stock companies, partnerships 
and legitimate trusts ure.’’

A Judge’s Sympathy. 

Judge Seddon to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of Meier vs. Meler. This was an ab-

The Court expresses ita great sympathy 
for the defendant and her family, who are 
turned out of whatthey thought was their in- 
heritance, but it can not affect the administra- 
tion of exact justice. 


A Mother’s Answer. 


In the habeas corpus case of Clara Shell- 
heuser, a return or answer was entered to-day 
in Judge Seddon’s Court by the mother of the 
child, Mrs. Eva Shellhouser. She states that 


she separated from Ferdinand, her husband, 
the petitioner in this case, one year ago for 
very od cause. She has been able to 
properly clothe, feed and care for the child 
and is able and willing to continue to do so.

Butts removed to Louisiana, Mo., where 
he lived on a farm and conducted a 
similar business under the name ef Ward. 
Subsequently he removed back to St. Louis, 
and is now conducting a similar business at 
Sixteenth and Olive streets under aliases, 
seven or eight blocks from the Butts estab- 
lishment on Locust street. 

In the opinion of the court the defendant 
has the right to practice his profession in this 
city and to ‘warry on his business 
under any aliases he may see fit, provided 
that both the business conduc and the 
names under which it is conducted are not so 
similar to the style and name of the business 
sold as would mislead the regular customers 
of the W and tnereby lead them to 
leave it.

It ergues the possession of some- 
thing which belongs wholly to the 
woman or the actress and is original with her 
when suflicient interest is aroused and main- 
tained to create warm discussion on her 
merite and demerits. 

There can be no doubt of the fact that Mrs. 
Potter stirred and held the interest of her 
audience, not entirely on the ground of curi- 
osity, but for her own sake. One of the 
strongest impressions is that of a distinct in- 
dividuality, a personality which is womanly 
and charming and which is interesting even in 
Her dramatic faults. 

a question of beauty there can be no 
analysis of face and figure to findit. One can

AN UNFORTUNATE TENOR. 


Capt. Charles Richard, a French Singer; 
Dies in Poverty. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, February %.—The sad story of 
the misfortune of Charles Richard, a French 
tenor who is well-known in France, was un- 
folded at the New York Hospital yesterday by 
nis only known acquaintance in this city, 
Mr. Henri Chavant who had just left his dead 
body in one of the wards of that establish- 
ment. Mr. Richard, who wasat onetime the 
gifted and accomplished first tenor of grand 
opera in Paris, at a salary of 12,000 
francs per month, and eventually 
the possessor of the snug fortune of $250 ,000 


according to Mr. Chavant, died impoverished, 
in debt and practically unknown, of pneu- 
monia at the hospital yesterday morning, and 
unless some one intervenes to care for his 
body it seems likely to go to the Potters 
field. Mr. Chavant said that Richard came to 
him several days ago in deep distress being 
out of funds, unable to secure satisfactory 
employment and in debt to a number of 
French restaurants and hotels. Mr. Chavant 
lent him $50 and allowed him to occupy a little 
room in the rear of his store as a lodging until 
he could better his condition. On Saturday 
Richard complained of violent pains in the 
chest, and on Sunday he was found in an un- 
concious condition. He was removed to the 
hospital, but never rallied. He left a wife and 
child who are said to be now in Paris. 
RICHARD WAS BORN 
inthe wine-making country about Rheims, 
France. Atan early age he developed a re- 
markably fine tenor voice, and his parents 
sent him to the best teacherin Paris to culti- 
vate it. He graduated from the conservatoire, 
taking the first prize for artistic execution and 
power, and speedily became prominent as an 
artistof merit. Subsequently he attained the 
osition of first tenor in the grand opera in 
aris, which he held for years. He also sang 
in grand opera with unvarying stc- 
cess in Lyons, Bordeaux, Brussels, Ber- 
lin and in many of the other im- 
portant cities in Europe. At the outbreak of 
the Franco-Prussian war Richard was one of 
the rst to enter the ranksof the French 
army, where he served with such gallantry 
that he was speedily promoted to a captaincy. 
During the war he was captured in an engage- 
ment and confined for atime as a prisoner in 
a castle on the banks of the Rhine, in the 
custody of Herr Schott, famous among music 
lovers the world over for his connection with 
German opera. Herr Schott was not long in 
discovering 
CAPT. RICHARD’S MUSICAL TALENT 
and became his pupil, laying the foundation 
in this way of the musical knowledge which 
subsequently proved the corner-stone of the 
Herr’s success. In 1882 Mr. Richard visited 
New Orleans with Des Fosse’s Opera Com- 
pany, and while there his singing attracted 
such attention and he met with such success 
that he decided to return to France and form 
an opera company of his own to present be- 
fore the New Orleans public. He did so and 
expended the greater part of his fortune in 
the undertaking, only to find when he ap- 
peared in the Crescent City with his company 
that his efforts were not appreciated, and 
himself involved in complete financial 
failure, and after months of weary effort to 
et on in New Orleans, he came to New York. 
o arrived here a year and a half ago, dis- 
heartened by failure but still hoping for the 
best. He has since been seeking employment. 
Either his habits or his ill-fortune continued 
to drag him down. He finally succeeded in 
getting positions as tenor in a Brooklyn syna- 
gogue and in the Church of the Epiphany, and 
in this way managed to eke out an existence 
with Mr. Chavant’s assistance till the end 
came. Mr. Richard was wedded to ayoung 
actress. They did not live happily, however, 
and had been divorced for several years.

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HIS WIFE WAS A WANTON 


AND HE KILLED HER AFTER A LONG SIEGE 
OF DOMESTIC INFELICITY. 


Terrible Murder Committed by Dan Gal- 
lagher at the Freeman House—The Mur- 
derer’s Unsuccessful Attempt at Suicide— 
A Tragedy Which Judge Noonan Foresaw 
Months Ago, When Husband and Wife 
Were Before Him—An Awful Tale, 


Dan Gallagher, a marble polisher recently 
employed at Pickel’s yard, Broadway and 
Tyler street, last night killed his wife, Mary 
Gallagher, and attempted to put an end to his 
owt existence. He is now lying at the City 
Hospital, his throat cut from ear to ear, and 
his chances or recovery very small. Exactly 
how Mary Gallagher was killed is not known, 
as there were no eye- witnesses. Lizzie Butler, 
who had been rooming with Mrs. Gallagher, 
retürned to her room last night about 8 
o’ clock; after an absence of over an hour, and 
found her friend lying across the head of the 
bed dead, while Dan Gallagher lay across the 
foot of the bed, breathing but slightiy. The 
persons of both were bathed in blood and the 
walls, floor and bed were stained with crim- 
son. The Butler woman alarmed the occu- 
pants of the Freeman House, Broadway and 
Morgan street, in which the tragedy occurred, 
and the police were called. 

The positions of many articles of furniture 
and the blood splashes everywhere were evi- 
dences of a struggle. Gallagher’s hands were 
folded across his breast, and in spite of his 
fearful wound he did not seem to be suffering. 
The woman lay with her right hand over her 
head, and in her open palm lay a white- 
handled pooket knife, the open blade as sharp 
asarazor. It was with this weapon the mur- 
der had been committed and the suicide at- 
tempted. Her eyes were wide open and star- 
ing. She had evidentiy met death only after 
the most fearful struggle. In her neck, on the 
left side, there were deep wounds. 
The carotid artery had been severed. 
The murderer had not contented himself with 
the death wound. He had plunged the knife 
into bis wife’s throat half a dozen times,and as 
she struggled with him he had slashed her 
across the wrists. The blood that gushed from 
these wounds had saturated every article of 
clothing she wore, and all the bed clothing on 


which shelay was clotted with gore, Evident- 
ly she had been placed upon the bed after her 
strength to resist was gone, and over her 
shoulders a shawl had been thrown. The 
body was sent to the Morgue. 

THE MURDERER LIVING. 

When it was found that the blood-stained 
man was breathing apbysician was sent for, 
and later he was taken to the Dispensary, 
where the wound in his throat was closed. 
The doctor found that the jugular vein was 
partially severed, but the windpipe and car- 
otid artery were intact. While the throat was 
being sewn Gallagher attempted to speak 
once, Dut could not. He nodded his head 
when asked if he had drank heavily yester- 
day and took water that was given him 
greedily. He had recovered consciousness on 
the way from the Freeman House to the Dis- 


pensary. 
THE MURDERED WOMAN. 

Mrs. Gallagher was two or three years ago a 

retty woman, of a somewhat coarse type. 

he was a brunctte, eyes brown and hair 
black. Forsome reason she became discon- 
tented with her life as the wife ofa marbis 
polisher, and leaving her husband entered 
upon a lite of shame. this she was not suc- 
cessful and moved about from one 
ill-famed place to another till about the 
6th of the present month, when she 
took room 42 atthe Freeman House with Liz- 
zie Butler. Thetwo women worked for atime 
at — at the Belvedere, Thirteenth 
street and Washington avenue. They left work 
Friday without notifying their employer, and 
then were idle. The Freeman House people 
say they received a number of callers, all men, 
and among these was Dan Gallagher. The 
dead woman was registered under the name 
of Eliza Childs. She had not previously 
taken an alias in her shameful ca- 
reer, bein known at all places as 
Mary Gallagher. Lizzie Butler tells this story 
of Gallagher’s first appearance atthe Free- 
man House and subsequent events: Sunday 
afternoon Mary andI were sitting in our room. 
We beard a knock at the door;l opened the 
itand Dan Gallagher entered. Mary turned 
white and looked asif she would faint. He 
was quite friendly and sent out for beer. 
He wanted Mary to go home to her moth- 
er's. She did not want to go but 
as he had a revolver and looked as 
though he might be ugly, she consented 
to go. They went out and were gone from8 
o’clock to 8 o’clock. He came back with her 
and was awful drunk. Imadeabunk on the 
floor and let them have the bed. Monday 
morning Gallagher sent out for three break- 
fasts, ang all day he stayed in the room doing 
nothing But drink beer. He asked me to leave 
the room about 6:30 in the evening and remain 
away several hours.

He probably killed her just as I went away. 
Mary's body was cold when I touched her. 

THE COUPLE IN COURT. 

Gallagher and his wife figured in the courts 
here last October quite conspicuously. His 
wife at that time was an inmate of a disrepa- 
table house on Chestnut, west of Twentieth 
street. She had left him, she asserted, be- 
cause he was insanely jealous of her, and 
failed to provide support for her. He did not 
treat her right, she claimed, and she could not 
and would not live with him. On the night 
of October 16 he visited the house 
of which she was an inmate and 
asked to see her. When she entered the room 
he endeavored to force her to leave the house 
with him, but she refused, stating that she 
would never return to him. A tussle ensued, 
and he was arrested, The following day he 
was fined $25 by Judge Oady, but his 0 — 
stayed, the court advising bim to let e 
woman go to the dogs if she wanted to.

The Small Army of Gold-Beaters Who Are 
‘Happy and Contented and Never Strike— 
For Three Centuries the Work Has Been 
Done by Hand, and Always Will Be 
How the Filmy Leaves Are Made. 


HE older portion of the 
west side is marked 
every here and there by 
gold arms worthy of 
Jno. L. Sullivan orna- 
menting the front walls 
of the curious little 
houses that are found : 
nowhere save in that 

_meighborhood. These 
are the sign-manual of 
the anclent guild of gold- 
beaters. Gold - beating 

is about the only industry where machinery 
das not yet displaced skilled labor. The west 
side artisans pursue the same methods and 
use the same curious vocabulary that their 
predecessors did three centuries ago. 

A WORLD reporter.and an artist called upon 
a leading member of the trade this week. The 
workshop occupied the front basement of a 
Watts street building, a cosy, squat little 
house whose low ceilings, warm, comfortable 
rooms, old-fashionable doors and windows 
suggested, if they did not portray, the home 
life of a hundred years ago.

This is far better 
than standing behind a counter all day for &, 
or sewing your eyes out for 2 and Sa week, 
assome do. We are all trades-unionists, that 
is, all of us but three very smart young women 
who work in Broome street. Their shop is a 
union sh: and they get union — but 
they don’ t Join. They ought to be boycotted! 
Won’tthe WORLD please boycott them? We 
have a splendid organization of over nine 
hundred members. Our name is ‘Golden 
Leaves,’ a pretty name, isn’t it? And 
we are Knights of Labor. We cannot 
tell you the names of our officials or in 
what bank in the Bowery we keep our funds. 
We have sworn never to reveal it, but I guess 
— can find it out if you want to. We never 

ad a strike, and nobody is sick or wants to 
be buried, and so we spend our money on so- 
ciables aud entertainments. 

Our trade is very healthful. None of us 
* ever sick, and some or us have been at it 

alongtime. The lady next to me has been at 
it over thirty years. We do get tired of the 
yellow metal, however, and are glad to use 
silver just to get some relief. Sometimes, 
when you are very tired the gold-leaf 
has one curious effect upon the eyes. 
You see squares of the same size on the 
wall, or whatever you are looking at, only of 
a royal purple color instead of yellow. They 
go away as you look at them, and do not seem 
to injure the sight at all. Is there anything 
else? Oh, yes; what becomes of the rejected 
gold leaf? Thatistaken down-stairs and re- 
melted. This, with the finished leaves, 
should balance the amount of metal taken at 
first, and so serves as a check upon the beaters 
and the cutters. There isa very slight waste, 
of course, but itis so little that it amounts to 
nothing.’’ 

The business is satisfactory to 8 
connected with it, and the employes are well 
paid and intelligent. That is why there are 
no strikes.—[New York World. 


Gold- Beaters at Work.

anged in a second book called a shodder. 
The | third time we call the book a finishing 
mould. Theyare then trimmed bythe girls 
in the cutting department and arranged in 
— tissue paper books with which dentists 
love to harrow up nervous women and little 
children. 

It takes a inan at least two yearsto learn 
to be a good gold-beater. Some men can 
never learn. Their hand refuses to so strike 
the book as not to make irregularities in the 
gold. Women seldom learn. There are 200 
gold-beaters in New York and not oneisa 
woman; but on the other hand, women mo- 
nopolize the gold cutting. There are 900 in 
oe branch of our trade and not one is a man. 

6 only trouble to the business comes from 
foreign competition and fraudulent !mita- 
tion. In France, Belgium and Germany a 
large part of the gold-leaf is made by prison 
or pauper labor in the public institutions. 
One concern which sends its goods to New 
York pays its beaters 25 cents a day, which is 
not one-quarter of what the girls are paid in 
the cutting department alone. 

The quality oftheir gold is the same as 
ours, continued the proprietor, ‘‘so that 
there . very narrow limit as to the wages 
we can afford to pay. But more serious is the 
ever-increasing use of chemical !tmitations of 
gold-leaf. In the album business formerly 
every book was gilt with gold-leaf. Nowadays 
ecarcely one in a hundred is so treated. They 
use instead cheap chemicals which keep 
oe for a short time and then turn bronze, 

rown and even black. In gilding the edges 
of books and gold signs, the fraud is almost 
universal. Itis worse with picture frames, 
where the use of gold leaf now seems a lost 
art. This is why our trade remains stationary 
despite the growth of population and wealth 
in our land. 

Gold-beaters are mainly American in nation. 
ality, though many are English. The tools 
come exclusively from two great houses 
obo London that enjoy a monopoly of the busi-
